Here it should 
be noted that. m spite of all the efforts at 
making Germany economically independent, 
it is still necessary to import a part of its 
wood supply irorn abroad. although the im- 
ports. principally from Poland and Finland, 
consist mainly of special kinds of wood, such 
are used in the manufacture of paper, 
matenes and flooring. 


Krom the standpomt of supply, then, the 
use of wood gas as a motor fuel should really 
he much more general than is the case. What 
has hindered this are problems of a technical 
nature. Not that its use involves any un- 
usual danger, but that the gasifying appara- 
tus and the wood which must be carned 
together represent far too much dead weight. 
For this reason there are as yet very few 
private motor cars in Germany being run on 
wood ‘gas, although the carburettor has now 
been so reduced im size that it looks lke an 
ordinary trunkefastened on to the rear of the 


car. Thi mounting of the wood gas Car- 
burettors on trucks and omnibuses is com- 
paratively simple. At present there are 


about 2,000 private cars being run on wood 
gas and about 100 omnibuses. The latter are 
to be seen principally in the Cities of Ros- 
tock, Goettingen, Muenster and Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen. There are also several rail- 
way routes which burn wood gas in their 
motor incomotives, - including a branch 
jine.-in ~ the -suburbs:- of - Berlin, near 
Gardelégen. “In “the” case of trucks and 
omnibuses this question of dead-weight is 
not so important, even though there still 
existweertain difficulties in connection with 
the ifitroduction of wood gas as a motor fuel. 
The element, of dead-weight is entirely lack- 
ing, Sof course, in stationery motors, and for 
this*feason wood gas is being extensively used 
in all. neighbourhoods where forest timber 
is available, and it has proved entirely satis- 
factory.

This historic residence of the Drogheda 
family is at present very much in the 
public eye, on account of the auction sale 
which is taking place there at the in- 
stigation of its late tenant, Count John 
McCormack. Count McCormack had 
rented it from Viscount Moore, and, 
although most of the furniture is being 
disposed of in the course of the next few 
days, some of the china and many of the 
portraits are the property of the Drogheda 
family, and were left in tiust during the 
tenancy. 

The graceful and dignified proportions 
of this Gothic mansion are now familiar 
to ‘many, judging from the number of 
curious sight-seers who took advantage 
of the pre-sale view; and as one drove 
through a Gothic archway and up a wind- 
ing avenue to the front door one felt an

The original building on the site. of 
Moore Albee was a monastery, founded 
by St. Abban in tke seventh century, but 
later it was destroyed—in the time. of 
Cormac. Mac Cullinan. 
of the/twelfth century, however, it was re- 
built under the patronage of Dermod 
O’Dempsey, Lord of Offaly, and in later 
years its Abbot took his place as a Baron 
in the Irish Parliament. 

Eventually the Abbey was granted to 
George Lord Audley, who, in his turn, 
assigned it and the manor to Loftus Vis- 
count Ely, and thence they passed into 
the possession of the Drogheda family. 

There are but few traces of the original 
monastery, and these are in the form of 
sculptured ornaments inserted into the 
gable end of the existing west chapel.

be reconstructed of the Court of Chancery 
which, in 1641, was held by Loftus Vis-

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KIPLING TELLS OF 
HIS WRITING 
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PARENTS INFLUENCED 
HIS WORK 


UDYARD KIPLING'S “If” was 
R written from the character of Dr. 
Jameson. ‘The origin of the poem 1s 
mentioned by Kipling in his autobiography, 
published to-day, Just over a year after his 
death, under the title, ‘‘ Something of 
Mvself ” (Macmillan, 7s. 6d.). 
s Dr. Jim” became a close friend of 
Kipling in South Africa between the time of 
the Jameson Raid and the war. '“ lí ' was 
written loag after, in Kipling’s Sussex period, 
The author says :— 

“Among the verses in ‘ Rewards’ was one 
set called ‘ [f,’ which escaped from the book, 
and for a while ran about the world. They 
were drawn from Jameson's character, and 
contained counsels of perfection most easy 
to give. Once started, the mechanisation of 
the age made them snowball themselves in a 
way that startled me. Schools and places 
where they teach took taem for the suffering 
young, which did me no good with the young 
when 1 met them later... . .” 

Kipling tells of many other people who 
acted upon his poems and stories. One was a 
barmaid.

She 
was “ deeply and dispassionately versed in all 
knowledge of evil.”” ‘The verses ** Mary. pity 
Women ” were based on what she told young 
Kipling about ‘‘a friend o' mine 'oo was mis- 
took in ‘er man.” 


Some Influences 


There was peculiar fellowship between 
Kipling and Rider Haggard. 

“We found by accident that each could 
work at ease in the other is company. So he 
would visit me, and I him, with work in 
hand; and between us we could even hatch 
out tales together—a most exacting test of 
sympathy.” 

Most of all did Kipling’s parents influence 
his work. He took the idea of “ Kim “ to be 
smoked over with his father. 

“Under our united tobaccos it grew like 
the Djinn -released from the brass_ bottle. 
There was a good deal of beauty in it, and 
not. a little wisdom, the best in both sorts 
being owed to my father.’’ 

He thinks that his parents were the only 
public’ for whom he had any regard, until 
their deaths, in his forty-fifth year. 

Here is how a famous line was born :— 

"'“ As was the custom between us, |] asked 
into the air: ‘What am 1 trying to get. at *’ 
Instantly the mother, with her quick flutter 
of the hands: ‘ You're trying to say: What 
do they know of England who only England 
know? *”’ 

The father confirmed her. 


His Deemon 

The mere act of writing was a physical 
pleasure to Kipling. His inspiration he calls 
hus *‘Demon.’*. He speaks of watching his 
pen take charge—as with the ‘ Jungle 
Books." 

“My Demon was with me in the ‘ Jungle 
Books,’ * Kim,’ and both © Puck’ books, and 
good care I took to walk deli¢ately, lest he 
should withdraw.’’ - ' 

His Demon intervened to save. Kipling 
from publishing. a ‘gruesome body-snatching 
story, told him by an Englishman. in Canada, 
Kipling wrote it, but put it aside. Months 
later, in a dentist's waitingroom, he picked 
up a magazine volume fifty years old and saw 
the identical yarn. . 

Yet, for all the help of his Demon—* thera 
is no line of my verse or prose which has not 
been mouthed till the tongue has made all 
smooth, and memory, after anany recitals, has 
mechanically skipped. the grosser . super 
fluities.”’ 

“The Light, that Failed” is described. by 
its. author as ‘‘a sort of inverted, metagra- 
bolised phantasmagoria, based. on .' Manon 
Lescaut.’.’’ In his later years there was a 
jamily. discussion. on the question whether 
he, could write a “ real novel,’ - He ‘dreamed 
for many years of. building a_veritable- three.

ATTRACTIVE 
SHOW 


PAINTINGS BY MR. 
HORSBRUGH-PORTER 
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Mr. W. F. Horsbrugh-Porter, who yester- 
day gave a private view of a show of pic- 
tures at Combridge’s. Gallery, Grafton street, 
Dublin, has already well established the value 
of his art. Long before to-day he found a 
place among the chosen of London and Paris. 
The spacial interest of his exhibition -at 
Grafton street is that he shows not only 
those things in which his individual merit 
as an artist hes, but also works characteristic 
of moods and desires which carry him into 
planes of other levels, where his nature and 
temperament find it difficult to make artistic 
response to the task imposed upon them. 

His vision is poetic, his receptivity is keen 
and kind, and his power of statement is 
raised to a high degree when. stirred by 
harmony in a vista. But he never composes 
unsympathetic matter with artistic feeling 
however much intellectually he may desire to 
When the subject is not born 
of natural «rtistic appeal Mr. Horsbrugh- 
Porter attains only to the manufactured 
juxtaposition of separate objects, and com- 
position is absent. Fortunately he is too 
much enamoured of that which is his true 
meticr to step pften cutside it. 

The thirty-three pictures in this exhibition 
are for the most part illustrative of skilful 
presentation of scenes and atmospheres in 
which his art delights to indulge by reason 
of their harmony. 


GOOD EXAMPLES 


Two hetter examples could not have been 
shown than No. “ Glenveagh Castle," and 
No, 15; “ Poison Glen, No. 2.” Both pictures 
have their charm in the delicate revelation 
of a silvery grey luminous haze, relieving 
almost colourless. scenes. Stark objects—as 
i No. 1—break drear vistas, and in No. 15 
storm clouds. lower on awsome mountains, 
which descend steeply through mist to a deep 
valley. In sharp contrast with these. the 
artist shows two nudes, in which high light 
is delicately attuned to flésh tint. 

The spacious canvas No. 18, “ Snow on 
Slhieve Suacht,”’ with its starthngly: black 
figure in the foreground, is remarkable for 
the sweet colourful tinges .which make: music 
in the broad expanse, of snows. No. . 10, 
“ The Stream,’ is an attractive picture, with 
its water bending. between dark banks, and 
the harmony of all detail.

€£ SPECTS of Irish Industries” was 
A the subject of an address at the 
Dublin Rotary Club luncheon yes- 
terday im the Metropole, Dublin, by Mr. 
W. J. Costello, managing director of Messrs. 
J. Mandleberg and Co. (Ireland), Ltd. 
Mr. R. A. Keatinge, O.B.E., President, 
presided. Among that day’s attendance, he 
said, was Mr. Henry Franklin from Sligo. 
Mr. Costello made a special appeal to em- 
ployers not to engage boys or girls unless 
there was some tuture for them. It was 
very unfair, he said, to keep them for two 
or three years and then dispense with their 
services as being unsuitable. Employers 
should know within three or four months 
whether a boy or girl would be much use. 
Trade unions were inclined to blame ,em- 
ployers for what they described as “' blind 
alley occupations.’’ Most blame should be 
attached to parents for not taking sufficient 
interest and not inquiring into occupations 
and prospects 


BLIND ALLEYS 


Frequent complaints were heard about high 
prices in the Irish Free State. They were 
sometimes justified, but the public should be 
educated to the fact that in every protective 
country higher prices obtained. lt was better 
for the community to pay higher prices than 
higher taxation towards unemployment. They 
heard complaints from various towns about 
the lack of new industries. He wondered if 
some of the leading citizens realised that this 
was due to lack of local capital, -due very 
often to ‘the fact that their own sons were 
in some university or other studying for 
medicine or another profession already over- 
crowded. It was sad to observe in some 
towns bills posted on doors of warehouses 
that at one time did a thriving trade. Why 
should not the best brains of the country be 
applied to industry? They would thus solve 
unemployment and spread happiness to many 
impoverished hotnes. 

Mr. Costello said that the country’s im 
port list was still very formidable. There 
was, at the same time, grave danger of over- 
production, and he would suggest that a 
creat, effort should be made to 


America. Irish manufacturers 
vited to take part in the World’s Fair 
Exhibition of New York in 1939, and he 
wanted to hear something more about it from 
(rovernment circles. The Department of In- 
dustry should pay attention to. America, and 
especially to New York. He had travelled 
over all this country, and, from a commercial 
point of view, there was shown in the past 
three or four years a decided improvemens 
commercially in every town and district. <A 
greater fecling of optimism prevailed every- 
where. Better prices were being cot for 
cattle and people were working harder; even 
the agricultural labourer was doing so. ' He 
thought there was a great future before Irish 
industry.

EURHYTHMY 
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THE NEW ART OF 
MOVEMENT 


» 
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ITS CHARACTER AND 
PURPOSE 
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By a CORRESPONDENT. 


T Daniel Egan’s Art Gallery two in- 
A teresting demonstrations of the new 
art of movement, as founded 
by Dr. Rudolf Steiner, and taught at 
the Goetheanum, Dornach, near Basel, were 
witnessed by a small, but very interested, 
audience recently. Miss Vera Compton 
Burnett, who came over from her school in 
London, gave two informative lectures on 
the principles and examples of the elements 
of the art, illustrated by poems and musical 
pieces. The lecturer told us, out of her own 
personal experiences, of the glowing impres- 
sions of the first building of the 
Goetheanum, which was erected as a school 
of science and art, based upon a spiritual 
perception of man and the world. 
tudolf Steiner looked on Goethe as the 
father of a new wsthetics. and he wished to 
continue and develop his scientific 
and artistic conceptions; hence the name 
Goetheanum. ‘The interior of the first build- 


‘ing was of different kinds of wood, boldly 


‘carved, and the windows were of whole sheet 
glass, engraved in various depths, so as to 
permit light to come through in such a 
manner that it filled the interior with a 
elowing rainbow effect of colour. Workers 
of all nations at the time oí the 
War helped in: the construction, carv- 
ing- and painting. It was a house of 
wood, and esthetically satisfying. Alas, 
this wonder of beauty was burnt down on 
New Year's Eve, 1922, after only two years’ 
use. Now a large concrete building stands 
instead. It has one of the biggest stages in 
Europe, and there one can see, at festival 
times, performances of ‘Faust, and 
Eurhythmy to the Symphonies of Bruckner, 
Schubert, Beethoven, and texts from Serip- 
tures, also the nrystery plays of Dr. Stemer 
and the Swiss poet, Albert Steffan. It is a 
modern Bayreuth, 


SONG AND SPEECH 


Eurhytlmy is an art of movement, and. not 
to be confused with kmds of dancing, It: is 
w singing and speaking in movement—song 
and speech visible to the eye. 
of the spoken language is expressed, and there 
is a direct, correspondence between the move- 
ments and the spoken word. There 1s. uo room 
for arbitrary movement; yet, us in every 
other sphere. of art, the® is freedom for 
personal expression,

THE CHILD’S NEEDS 


Eurhythmy has more aspects than the 
artistic. It is also used in education and to 
aid therapy. We were shown the social 
exercise for children who will not mix well 
at school. In a class they were made to do 
a movement like a figure eight, and in the 
movement they had to meet in the centre. 
“ We seek one another, we feel one another 
quite near” Also the movement for the 
melancholic type and the over'sanguine child, 
who cannot concetitrate. So, without the use 
of moral precepts. the child can be led into 
the right path through what arises out of 
eurhythmy. Many years of training in the 
Waldorf school at Stuttgart has clearly shown 
how eurhythmy meets the needs of the child 
in the domain of education. 

Rudolf Steiner, in a lecture at Penmaen- 
mawr in 1923, said that he was convinced 
that eurhythmy bore within it infimte possi- 
bilities. and that it would develop further 
until it was able to take its place by the side 
of those other arts having an older tradition. 
Dr. Steiner died about two years later, but 
it is largely through the work of Frau Marte 
Steiner that eurhythmy has attained its 
present development. ‘Through it a new 
approach is possible to alkthe arts—language, 
poetry, music, drama, painting, etc. All true 
noetry 1s born out of au inner eurhythmy, yet 
how many poets try to bring this fully to their 
consciousness. A poet sensitive to the move- 
ments of eurhythmy can conceive out of an- 
other field of inspiration, it might come out 
of the moods of the vowels—say, an O or E 
mood—expressed in eurhythmy. Drama can 
have an extension; whole parts of ‘‘ Faust” 
are now done in earhythmy. ‘ 


MUSIC AND POETRY 


Then there is the world of music. Is there 
anything more artistically significant than, 
say, music by Bach, rendered by the living 
instrument of the human body, clothed in 
dress of soft or vivid colours and flowing 
veil? ‘A new art of declamation had to 
arise to meet the needs of eurhythmy. 
is a revelation of the plastic principle 
language itself, and when that quality 
recognised there is no longer any need 
force an emotional content into a poem 
recitation, which is not contained in the 
words themselves. Then there are sculpture 
and painting and the art of education. In- 
deed, one might go on placing all the arts 
like planets around the sun of curhythmy.

Irish Authors 


Lynn Doyle’s objection that the system 
discriminates unfairly against Irish 
authors is, I think, a very sound one, 
He points out that, whereas only about 
5 per cent, of an English author’s circula- 
tion is in Ireland, 30 or 40 per cent. of an 
Irish author’s sales is among his own 
people, so that the Irish author must be 
hit far more severely than the English 
author. 

The logical answer, of course, is that 
the book with the larger circulation, if it 
is ““offensive,” is likely to do wider damage 
than the less popular book. But, even so, 
I am with Lynn Doyle. 

I know one Irishman, a fervent advocate 
of censorship, who believes that Irish books 
ought to be exempt from banning. Our 
authors, his doctrine goes, are people of 
serious: mind—sometimes of excessively 
serious mind—and to suspect them, as one 
can suspect many English authors, of any 
desire merely to be “ dirty ” is outrageous, 
If they feel it their duty to call attention 
to the nasty things that indubitably exist 
in Irish life, they have every right to do 
so. and thev have every right to be heard.

Painted Lips 


Rhinds’ ‘‘ Vegetable Kingdom,” which 
for some years had completely disappeared 
from the bookstalls, is now. purchasable 
again in Dublin. 

I glanced through a copy recently, and 
was greatly interested in an extract, given 
from a sixteenth century author, which 
records that Eastern girls—unlike their 
European sisters—did not paint their 
faces, but coloured only their lips. The 
author explains the source of the paint, 
which, he says, was obtained from either 
the Safflower (carthamus tinctoria) or the 
Irish Madder plant. 

It is, of course, pretty well known in 
this country that the Madder is one of 
the greatest of the vegetable dyes. In 
districts in the West of Ireland, where it 
is plentiful, the bone marrow of sheep 
which eat it becomes coloured red. 

In all, about forty plants were used for 
dye among the old Gaels, but the intro- 
duction of mineral dyes caused these to be 
done away with except in a few areas, 
where rock crotol is still used for home- 
woven and home-dyed woollen garments.

When a play by Shakespeare is to be 
adapted to the screen they send for the 
office-boy. The  office-boy, not being 
Shakespeare, takes great pains to spoil 
Shakespeare’s work in the conviction that 
he is improving it.’’ _A little later Mr. 
Shaw thought he might have said bell-bo 
instead of office-boy, because “the bell- 
boy’s vision of life is a continual arriving 
in motor cars and going upstairs and dis- 
appearing through doors that immediately 
close and leave life a blank.’’ That, he 
thinks, is the reason why 95 per cent. of 
a film must consist of going up and down 
stairs and getting in and out of motor 
cars. “ My plays do not depend on stair- 
cases for their interest. I am, therefore. 
told that I do not understand the art ol 
the screen.” In Mr. Shaw’s opinion, there 
is no difference dramatically between the 
art of the stage and that of the screen, 
except that the resources of the screen are 
enormously greater than those of the 
stage. The German screen adapters of 
‘Pygmalion ” spoiled every effect, falsi- 
fied all the characters, put in everything 
I left out, and took out most of what I 
had put in.” 


Hollywood's Dramatists 


If Mr. Shaw is right about the work ol 
adaptation being handed over to people 
with a ‘‘bell-boy’s vision of life,” I 
wonder what they do with all the British 
and American dramatists in Hollywood. 
As soon as a playwright makes any 
reputation on the British or American 
stage he is at once summoned to Holly- 
wood and placed under contract by one 
or other of.the great film companies. It may 
be, of course, that the playwright under 
contract meets the fate of Lawrence Vai! 
in that bitter satire of Hollywood methods 
“ Once in a Lifetime.’’ It will be remcn- 
bered that Vail was left in his room with- 
out either work or attention until everyone 
associated with the business had forgotten 
his existence. Hollywood took this satire 
in such good part that it was actually 
presented on the screen with immensé¢ 
success. Such expert British playwrights 
as Van Druten, Sherriff, and Benn Levy 
have been employed as adapters by Holly- 
wood, and there is every reason to believe 
that they have been kept fully employed. 
The screen studios have also found 
constant employment for dozens of 
American playwrights in adapting their 
own. and other plays for the screen, So, 
although so much of Hollywood’s output 
bears the authentic mark of the “ bell- 
boy’s vision of life,’’ there is also a con- 
siderable proportion which is great drama 
and great art. Unfortunately, audiences 
are not as fully responsive to the great 
art as they are to that of bell-boys. 


What Children Like 


Everyone who takes children to the 
cinema will agree with the report of the 
British Film Institute’s Conference on 
Films for Children. There is probably 
more nonsense talked about the ill-effects 
of the cinema on children than even about 
politics: the fact is that children are 
utterly bored by what adults believe to be 
bad for them. The kissing and cuddling, 
which is such a prominent feature in most 
films, leave children bored almost to tears ; 
it is the adults who are enthralled, and it 
may be later resentful, about such scenes. 
Fast action and slapstick farce are the 
children’s delight; they love the Wild 
West film, as they also love Chaplin and 
Laurel and Hardy.

CHILDREN TO BE

The lack of adequate school accommoda- 
tion in the Kimmage area has been “very 
acute for some time. School-building has not 
progressed at the same rate as the construc- 
tion of houses, and the result is that many 
hundreds of children of the neighbourhood 
are without schools. 

This mattet has engaged the attention of 
the Education Department for some time 
past, with the result that a novel scheme 
has been arranged, and will be put in opefa- 
tion this morning. 

It is proposed to distribute the children 
over the various schools in the city, and 
transport for this purpose has been provided 
by the Education Department. With the 
co-operation of the Dublin United Tramways 
Company twenty-three "buses will convey 
nearly one thousand children from The 
Circle, Kimmage. to schools throughout the 
city. The Church authorities are helping to 
niake the necessary arrangements 

It is understood that three new schools 
will not be available for about a year.

“The ccal-cattle pacts are simply a sur- 
render of the land annuities by agreement to 
the British, and a reversion to the cattle 
trade, which was once despised,’’ said Mr. 
Liam Burke last night, addressing a meeting 
of the Michael Collins branch of United Ire- 
land, held at the Moyelta Hotel, Dublin. 

Where were the. Irish factories going to 
find their markets? he asked, Two-thirds of 
their home market consisted of agricultural 
producers. If they were going to have a 
successful industrial revival they must have 
good conditions in the agricultural areas. 
Conditions in agricultural areas were bad. 
The value of production had fallen steadily 
over a pertod of years, and emigration was 
mounting up every year. At the present 
moment there was more emigration to Eng- 
land than there ever was to the United 
States during the time of the Cosgrave 
(iovernment. In June, 1936, it had reached 
25,000; since then it had heen estimated for 
the first nine months of 1935 at 36,000. 


EMIGRATION FIGURES 
INCREASE 


Our trade since 1931 had been decreasing, 
and the decrease had been seven times as 
great as the decrease in other countries. In 
the beginning of 1952 something else struck 
this country besides the so-called ‘‘ economic 
blizzard,’ and that was the advent of the 
Fianna Fail Government and its futile 
policies. There was a constant stream of 
people from the country into the city, and 
they were coming in because life on the land 
had been made almost intolerable. Unemploy- 
ment would never be solved as long 
as the countryside was made poorer, 
no matter how many factories were built. 
The Government policy was increasing the 
cost of living, so that it was not only hard 
to get a job, but, where a man had found 
a job, his real wages had been decreased 
by the ris: in prices of food, clothes, boots, 
medicine for children and so on. i 


MORE COAL FROM ENGLAND 


Turf was now. being boosted and adver- 
tised, and thousands of pounds were being 
spent on the turf scheme. But what kind 
of development was taking place? | The pro- 
duction ot turf had fallen since Fianna Fail 
came into office, while, of course, 
salaries and expenses in connection with the 
scheme were increasing. Instead of less coal 
coming from England than before, more coal 
now was connng in. The trade and shipping 
statistics for 1935 showed that since 1925 the 
fall in total trade of Saorstat Eireann was 
a little less than £20.000,000. At the same 
time the reduction in our favour of the 
adverse trade balance was £5,000,000. Over 
the year. 1932 to 1936 inclusive the fall in 
our total trade was £24,000,000, and the 
increase against this country in the adverse 
trade balance was over £3,000.000. Thus 
the responsibility for a loss of £18,000,000 of 
trade should be charged against the Fianna 
Fail Government. But for the Coal-Cattle 
Pacts the position would be ~substantially 
worse. 
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HELPING THE 
UNEMPLOYED 
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HOW DUBLIN CLUB IS 
RUN 


~ 


The average unemployed man, said Major 
J. H. de W. Waller, m the course of an 
address at the Dublin Presbyterian Assocta- 
tion last night, 18 a person who hag spent 
many months, and even years, asking for 
work and daily been told that he is not 
wanted. 

It was not due to selfishness that the 
mujority of people did not consider it any of 
their business that the unfortenate unem- 
ployed man was foundering day by day in 
the next street. One of the reasons for it 
was that the word “ unemployed” suggested 
the last itinerant beggar who called, Another 
was that people heard so much about work- 
ing-class houses (which only the wage-earners 
could rent), unemployment insurance (which 
ceased a few months after a man had lost 
his job), the dole (which a large proportion 
of the uvemployed di} not get at all), fres 
beef and free turf (which was not given at 
all), and outdeor relief (which, frankly, he 
did not understund), What was the truth of 
the matter? Government help always would 
be *mpersopial, coid, formal, while the few 
shillings a week given to a man to help him 
to keep from sinking lower never would give 
him the power to rise. 


CHAINED TO IDLENESS 


The great needs of the unemployed man to- 
day was Oppertunity to achieve an adequate 
assistance to grasp that opporiunity. At the 
Mount Street Club, said “rás Waller, they 
had tried to make good in some small way 
the terrible want of opportunity of the man 
who was chained to uileness. At the club 
there was an immense variety of occupations 
—gardening, cooking, housework, painting, 
cleaning, « barbering, carpentry, bootmaking, 
tailoring. There was an orchestra, nigger 
troupe, dramatics, boxing, badminton, football 
and parlour games. There was a good square 
meal and a cup of tea. Everything was paid 
for, their currency bemg the now famous 
Mount street tally, a currency which had 
never been debased. In the club a man 
could have his clothes mended by mates who 
had become handy with the needle, or order 
a pair of hand-made boots, have his hair cut 
in a very clean barber’s shop, or buy vege- 
tables raised by his clnh-mates. or tirewood 
cut, by them. 

Having spoken of the work of the Mount 
Street Society, which consisted of helpers 


Major Waller asked his audience not to look 
oa the clab as a chartty.. That was a great 
word, but it had gone wrong. It implied 
alms. The Mount Street Club man paid for 
everything, amd paid at once. There was no 
charity about that. It was not charity they 
were giving but hospitality. 

Mr. Keith Eason, who presided, explained 
that there were two organisations—the 
Mount Street Club and the Mount Street 
Society. The club was for members of the 
unemployed and the society was for those 
who were prepared to contribute towards the 
work of the club and whatever similar clubs 
might be formed in Dublin and district. Major 
Waller and Mr. Somerville-Large had played 
a lion’s part in the organising of the club m 
the last two years.

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HE two mountain-climbing medical 
ia students of St. Thomas’s Hospital, 
London, Mr, A. 8. J. Bradford (26),

AQUINAS STUDY CIRCLE 


. 


Lecturing at the Aquinas Study Circle, St. 
Kevin’s House, Parnell square, Dublin, last 
evening, the Rev. Aigidius Doolin gave some 
poiths from St. Thomas's teaching on 
‘Whether Almsgiving is an Act of Charity.” 
(He was opening a series of lectures on alms- 
giving will its obligations.) Almsgiving, he 
said, has a place in every moral e, even 
the most primitive. In the teaching of the 
Catholic Chureh it holds, among all external 
works, a place of honour. .St. Thomas 
Aquinas puts almsgiving as the first of the 
good works which Divine Charity demands. 

The definition of almsgiving ended down 
in the schools is a “deed whereby something 
is given to the needy out of compassion and 
for God's sake.” Any of the corporal or 
spiritual works of mercy inspired by Charity 
was regarded as almsgiving.. Modern usage 
has narrowed the meaning to the giving of 
material goods. 

The tendency to replace almsgiving by poor 
relief organised by the State is due to the faci 
that Christian charity has, in ‘most people, 
grown cold. It is the Christian spirit to look 
on everyone as a brother in Christ, and to 
help him, when possible, in his suffering or 
need. The object of almsgiving is to telieve 
dstress or want, and not, as a writer mm Hasi- 
ing’s ' Encyclopedia’ suggests, ‘to secure 
eternal life for the bestower ” ; but its motive 
must be the motive of Charity, and our alms- 
giving must be primarily out of our love for 
those to whom we give, and whom we fook 
on as children of God. It is this motive 
which gives it its supernatural character and 
worth, so that even a cup of cold water given 
out of Charity shall not go without its re- 
ward. But if one should give all one’s goods 
to feed the poor and have not Charity it 
profiteth him nothing.

At Mallow to-day James Barrett, of 


Longueville, Cé. Cork, was returned for trial 
on bail on a charge of manslaughter. The 
charge arose from a collision between two 
lorries, at Woodpark, Lombardstown, North 
Cork, on December 7 last, when John Cole- 
man died from injuries received, 

The evidence was that a tractor, with a 
trailer of beet, was pulled up on its * r 
side of the road, owing to the lights having 
failed. A lorry with timber came towards 
the tractor and dimmed the lights. In this 
lorry John Coleman was a passenger. Behind 
the tractor came a lorry laden with beet. 
It swang to its right to clear the tractor and 
met the timber lorry head-on. The engines 
of the vehicles became entangled so strongly 
that jacks had to be used to separate them. 
The timber was pushed through the roof and 
driver against the steering- 
wheel. ~Coleman’s skull was fractured, and 
men had to remove the timber and smash 
the cab to lift out the driver and the dead 
man. 

Mr. P. J. Kavanagh, solicitor, wked the 
Justice not to return Barrett for trial, and 
said that Barrett was on his correct side 
until within a short distance of the stationary 
tractor. He subsequently told the driver of 
the other lorry that he had been dazzled, 
When this heavy stationary vehicle was in 
fromt of him he had to do one of three 
things: crash into the heavy tractor and kill 
himself, or swerve to the left into a canal— 
equally «dangerous, or he could eo to the 
ditch on his right-hand side He decided 
to face the right-hand ditch, but instead of 
crashing through it he braked near it, and 
the lorry was turned on to the road in the 
path of the timber lorry.

Leaving Ireland he announced 
that his ambition—without the attainment 
of which he would not return to his native 
land—was to secure the heavy weight 
championship, and after that to return 
and live the life of a country gentleman 
with dog and gun. It was a laudable and 
understandable ambition for any young 
Irishman ; but, alas, it was destined to be 
shattered almost at the first obstacle. 
“ Let not thy impetuosity transport thee 
thus beyond the bounds of reason,”’ 
Addison makes Cato say to Caesar: some- 
thing of the same kind wight have been 
said to Jack Doyle by these who had him 
in hand. That he has the essential 
qualities of the great boxer all who have 
seen him in action are agreed.. What he 
lacks is the temperament that permits the 
boxer to take punishment and hold his 
ground with his temper. If Doyle can 
keep that fiery spirit of his in check, hold 
his temper in leash, and know the proper 
moment when both may be released, he 
may go far in his chosen profession. It ts 
not possible, however, to be the idol of the 
drawing-room, the music-hall, the film 
studio, and the prize ring simultaneously ; 
and Doyle must make up his mind to 
which he would most ardently aspire. By 
his decisive defeat of Harry Staal last 
night he has re-established his reputation, 
so that he may now start once more upon 
that quest for the heavy weight champion- 
ship of the world which took him to the 
United States a couple of years ago. 
Another success against a British or 
European heavy-weight boxer of repute— 
and he has the capability of such success— 
would bring him again into the ranks ol 
the championship challengers. 


Spare the Rod 


A German court has decided that a 
fifteen-year-old youth is a waif and stray, 
because he has been brought up by his 
mother, by his grandmother and by an. 
aunt. ‘These three ladies, in fifteen years, 
had transformed what might have been a 
sunburned, blue-eyed Nordic recruit into a 
rather revolting young man who did not 
even know how to swim. Court officials 
asked him straight out if he ever had been 
to a gymnasium. After the meaning of 
the word had been explained to him, the 
rascal admitted that not the smallest 
portion of his body ever had been inside a 
gymnasium, and that gymnasiums to him 
were Just so much madness. Naturally 
enough, the judge whipped the creature 
into an institution—a good institution 
where the lad will learn to run, jump, 
walk, swim, box, wrestle and work like 
anything—and, for the benefit of other 
mothers, grandmothers and aunts who are 
turning out inferior recruits, the judge 
issued a brief, but emphatic, statement. 
Mothers, grandmothers and aunts must 
see to it that children in their care are 
fitted physically, morally and socially for 
the battle of life; and, in the event of 
failure—partial or complete—the State 
will show how the thing should be done. 
One gathered from the judge that that was 
that, and anybody with anything further 
to say would be referred to the proper 
quarter before she knew what had hit her. 
From the point of view of the sergeant- 
major this is a satisfactory piece of 
legislation; but it tinishes existence for 
the all-female household. All over Ger- 
many there must be young men unfitted 
physically, morally and socially for the 
battle of life; and now at this late hour 
their female slaves must buckle to, and 
take on their lord and master with the 
knuckledusters. They must flay him out 
of bed in the early dawn, and laugh 
coarsely as they burn his overcoat. They

A lecture on Samuel Lover was given to 
the members of the Old Dublin Society last 
night by Mr. W. Jacob, who described Lover 
as a painter, etcher, lyric poet, music com- 
poser, novelist and dramatist. 

Lover, he said, was the son of a well- 
known member of the Dublin Stock Ex 
change, whose family originated in England, 
and he was born in Dublin. His outlook 
was turned into strongly national channels 
by the brutalities of the English yeomanry, 
which he frequently witnessed in the city. 
He drew a good deal of literary inSpiration 
from Moore, and found a butt for his wit 
in the extravagances of the Dublin of the 
period. His miniature of Paganini caused a 
sensation in the Royal Academy in London 
in 1833, and, following that success, he made 
his début in literature. Here he achieved 
success rapidly by his original explorations 
of Irish humour. 

Opening the meeting, Mr. T. Kelly. said 
that the Society was dissatisfied with the 
lack of support it received in a section of 


the Dublin Press. It existed for a high 
cultural object, and had no political 
allegiance.

EMBERS of the House of Commons 
took much interest in a aga put 

to Viscount Cranborne, the Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, by Mr. 
Vvvvan Adams, the Conservative member 
for West Leeds, who asked whether, to 
dispel ill-founded German expectancy, the 
Government would state in unmistakable 


terms that it could not contemplate the - 


cession to Nazi Germany of any territory 
whatsoever ander British control. Lord 
Cranborne replied that the Government 
were not considering any such project, and 
added, in reply to a further question, that 
no discussions were proceeding on the 
matter. Immediately after Lord Cran- 
borne had given his answer Mr. Duncan 
Sandys tabled a motion: ' That this 
House notes with satisfaction that, in spite 
of the German colonial demands, His 
Majesty’s Government are not considering 
the cession of any territory.’’ Mr. Sandys 
expects to receive much support in the 
House should his motion come up for dis 
cussion. 


Mr. Runciman’s Conversaticns 


It is becoming apparent that Mr. 
Runcimen was unduly modest regarding: 
his discussions with the Government o! 
the United States, as it has transpired 
that he talked with the President as to the 
availability of supplies for this coun‘r) 
from the United States in the event o! 
war. The answer to his inquiry was tat 
this country can purchase all that it can 
pay for—a very important point. At the 
present time there is about five hundred 
millions of British money invested in the 
United States. and should occasion 
demand, this could be mobilised to pa) 
for supplies, while in addition English 
people hold a considerable number o! 
foreien investments, which also could be 
sold in the States if necessary. It seets 
that Mr. Runciman suggested to President 
Roosevelt that if we could not be assure 
of supplies in war-time this country would 
have to prepare new peace-time sources ol 
supply, which could be guaranteed in time 
of war. The assurances he received wil! 
probably dispose of this idea. 


Naval Agreements 


A meeting between representatives of 
Great Britain and Germany ts taking 
place in London in the effort to negotiate 
a bi-lateral agreement on the lines of the 
1936 maval agreement, which gave 
Germany the right to one-third of our sea 
power. No serious divergencies of opinion 
have been found to exist, and steps have 
been taken to prepare a draft agreement. 
Similar conversations are taking place 
with a Soviet delegation, which has for its 
object the reaching of a bi-lateral agree 
ment. Both these talks and agreements 
are supplementary to the naval treaty, bs 
which it was hoped that other nations, in 
addition to the signatories, would be in- 
duced to give it support. 


Busy M.P.s 


In the course of six divisions in the 
House of Commons last week the average 
attendance of members was 294 out of 
about 607. ‘The highest attendance at a 
division was 307, that being on a Labour 
member's bill to nationalise the coal 
mines. This is a slack attendance 
generally; and another form of in- 
difference, which is giving rise to con- 
siderable comment, is the very small 
number of members who trouble to listen 
to the debates. Members can vote in a 
division without kstening to the debates 
preceding them, and so leug as they re- 
main in the building thoy are regarded as 
in attendance tn the House of Commons. 
Nowadays it seems that many members 
prefer to spend most of their time in the 
smoking rooms or librarics, though many 
of them put forward the defence that 
members of the House of Cemmons have a 
great amount of work to do, inasmuch as 
they have committee and group meetings 
to attend. correspondence to answer, busi- 
ness in connection with their con- 
stituencies, and, above all, speaking

Coronation V icitors 


The Empire Pariiamentary Association 
has made arrangements to reserve some 
seventy suites of rcoms at a big hotel! in 
Park Lane for the accommodation of 
Dominion, Colonial and Indian delegates 
who will visit London for the Coronation 
and for the Empire Parliamentary Confer 
ence. The visitors are expected to reach

dinner has been provisionally arranged for 
May 21st, following upon the attendance 
of the delegates at the Royal Naval Review 
off Spithead. The delegates will be present 
at an officia) luncheon of welcome in West 
minster Hall, which will be honoured by 
the presence of the King. 


An Atlantic Flying-boat 


The building of a giant flying-boat for 
the Atlantic air route is projected, and 
conferences are now being held by one otf 
the leading flying-boat tirms. The boat 
will be over’ four times the weight of the 
Empire flying-boat type, as it wil! be 
about eighty tons when fully laden, and 
will be designed to carry eighty passengers 
across the Atlantic in comfort at a cruising 
speed of 200 m-p.h. <A ciéew of eighteen 
will work the boat, which will have beds. 
bathrooms and kitchens, and in addition 
will be able to carry about 6001b. of mails 
and freight. The flying-boat, in the 
absence of head winds, would be provided 
with sufficient fuel for a non-stop crossing 
from Ireland to New York. The cost of 
such a boat is expected to be about a 
quarter of a million sterling, and as a 
service across the ocean could not be 
operated with only one, two at least would. 
have to be built. The first conferences on 
the project have been held in secret, and 
were concerned with the questions of 
finance and operative costs. 


Budget Gambling 

There is no evidence to support reports 
that gambling insurances are being taken 
out. with regard to the coming Budget. The 
regulations agreed upon as a result of the 
Budget leakage inquiry last May placed a 

n upon purely speculative insurances, 
and policy holders are now required to 
certify that they have an _ insurable 
interest. This provision is acting as an 
effective check upon gambling policies, 
masmuch as conclusive evidence may be 
required that the loss sustained is equal 
to the amount payable under any policy. 
and if this is not furnished no payment 
may be made. This does not interfere 
with insurance against legitimate’ con- 
timgencies, where actual loss would be 
sustained by any specific change, but so 
far only a limited amount of business of 
this character has ben placed.

MR. DONAL O'SULLIVAN'S 


BROADCAST 


HE differences that exist between 
the Irish Free State and the 
Government of Great Britain were 
referred to last night by Mr. Donal 
O'Sullivan, late Clerk of the Senate, 
in a broadcast on world affairs from 
London. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that as a private 
individual he could do no more than offer 
a few general observations of an impartial 
character in regard to the differences that 
existed between ‘‘our Government and His 
Majesty’s Government.” In the first place, 
he said, it was a political problem, to 
which the economic dispute was merely 
concomitant. No problem was settled 
until it was settled properly, he said. 
‘In the dangerous phase which may lie 
ahead it sometimes seems to me that we 
may have, something to offer you, some. 
thing more tangible than those manifesta- 
tions of sympathy . . something more 
concrete in the realm of high strategy 
which it would be in our power freely to 
propose or withhold. An august event 
impends, an event which will be gracious 
and memorable. That event will bring 
from over the seas statesmen from different 
parts of the Commonwealth, from countries 
in which there are manv to whom home 
means blessed England, and many others 
in which it awakens memories of green 
fields and small houses, yet all happily 
united under the Crown. There is here a 
unique opportunity for these visiting 
statesmen to use their good offices to bring 
about a lasting peace.”’ 


THE SPANISH AFFAIR 


Mr. O’Sullivan referred to the Spanish 
affair, and said that if successive Spanish 
Governments had carried out the Pope’s 
Encyclical the present contretemps might 
have been avoided. He spoke in praise of 
Mr. de Valera’s economic policy, which, he 
said, had gone a long way towards estab- 
lishing a system cf social justice in this 
country. 

On the question of Free State defence 
Mr. O'Sullivan detailed the position with 
regard to the standing defence forces and 
the strength of the reserve and volunteer 
forces, and said the main idea was that 
there was a highly-trained unit from which 
there was a steady flow to the other units. 
He added that there were indications of 
an extension in the air defence arm, and 
that the Army was an institution of which 
Irishmen of all classes felt legitimately

ETAILS were available to-day of 
D the scheme for assisting unem- 
ployed workers for whom employ- 
ment was found in Great Britain 
through the Employment Exchanges 
or through their own efforts. The 
details arranged by the Northern 
Minister of Labour are as follows :— 


(1) The payment of the full cost of the 
fare from the worker’s home in Northern 
Ireland to the place of employment im 
Great Britain, if it is not in a depressed 
area; 

(2) Provision for the issue of a loan up 
to £1 to a worker on arrival in Great 
Britain if he needs assistance pending 
receipt of his first week's wages ; 

(3) The payment of the full cost of the 
worker’s fare home if within a year he 
loses the employment in Great Britain 
through no fault of his own, and if the 
local Employment Exchange in Gfeat 
Britain sees no prospect of placing him in 
further employment ,in the immediate 
future; and 

(4) Where the local Employment Ex- 
change in Great Britain sees a good 
prospect of finding further employment for 
a Northern Ireland man who has lost his 
previous job through no fault of his own, 
the Ministry hopes to make arrangements 
with the authorities in Great Britain to 
have’ his benefit or assistance allowance 
during a short spell of unemployment 
supplemented, where necessary, to offset 
the additional expense of his living in 
lodgings away from his home. 

The payment of the outward fares, it is 
understood, is now in operation, and for 
the working of the other proposals corre- 
spondence is proceeding between the 
Ministrv and the authorities in Great

UT of the four Indian provinces 
for which the final results now 
have been published, the National 
Congress Party have won majofities 
in two—Bihar and Orissa. They are 
thought to be certain of a majority 
in a third—the United Provinces—as 
the latest figures show them to be 
leading. 

In Bengal, however, they are easily out- 
numbered by the combined Moslem 
parties, and in Assam, although numeri- 
cally the strongest party, they will 
probably form the opposition to a Hindu- 
Moslem Coalition Government- 


ABSOLUTE MAJORITY 


In the Punjab the Unionists (who 
favour the new Constitution) already have 
won an absolute majority with 88 seats 
out of a possible 175, according to the 


latest Reuter despatches. 


Independent Moslems are leading in the 
North-West Frontier Province with 20 
seats out of a total of 50. Congress have, 
so far, won only 17 seats in this province, 
and the Hindu-Sikh Nationalists only 
five. 

No results are yet available from the 
four remaining areas: Sind, Central Pro- 
vinces, Bombay and Madras. In the first 
three elections are now in progress, but 
voting for the Madras Assembly will not 
begin until February 18. 


MADRAS 


In Madras there are 494 candidates in 
the field, and all parties are carrying 
on vigorous election campaigns. The 
candidates are divided as follows: The 
Hindu-Congress 171, Justice 112, People’s 
Party 55, others 156. — | 

The total number of seats in the 
Assembly is 215, of which 146 belong to 
general constituencies, and the remainder 
are reserved for the Upper House, or 
Legislative Council. Altogether 105 
candidates have been put forward. The 
number of elective seats available is 46, 
of which 35 are general, and 11 reserved, 
The Governor also has the right to 
nominate between eight and ten 
additional members,

RAIL LINK WITH FRANCE

\ Perpignan Reuter message Says. The 
railway line which runs from Spain into 
Krance was blown up yesterday by four 
nsurgent war ‘planes. which raided Port- 
Bou, the Spanish town on the French 
frontier near here. Thirty bombs are 
stated to have been dropped on the town, 
and scarcely a pane of glass is left in the 
windows of the houses. One bomb dropped 
near the military G.H.Q. 

The number of casualties is not known, 
but it is now put at thirteen.. After the 
‘planes had dropped their bombs they 
crossed the French frontier and flew over 
the French towns of Cerbere and Banyuls, 
before disappearing over the sea. 

Tlie inhabitants took refuge in the in- 
ternational tunnel between Port-Bou and 
Cerbere.

BAN ILLEGAL 


A Reuter Oslo telegram says:—The 
special Norwegian Court of Labour Dis- 
putes decided yesterday that the ban pro- 
claimed by the Norwegian Seamen’s 
Unions last month upon Norwegian 
vessels destined for Spanish insurgent 
ports is illegal and must be withdrawn 
within twenty-fou- hours. 

The Norwegian Seamen’s Unions decided 
on January 20th that the crews of all 
ships loading for Spanish harbours con- 
trolled by the insurgents must cease work. 

Later it was announced that the Norwe- 
gian Shipowners’ Association and the 
Norwegian Seamen’s Unions had agreed 
in principle that the special Norwegian 
Court for Labour Disputes should arbi- 
trate on the matter. 


ITALIAN WARSHIPS 


In the House of Commons yesterday Mr.

“TI believe that those who rattle the 
sabre most loudly have never carried one,’’ 
said General Goering. ‘‘It is my ardent, 
heartfelt wish that this Congress may help 
to create the foundation for a true peace 
of honour and equality for everyone. 

“You, my comrades, must prepare the 
way. I am happy that the Congress takes 
place in a new Germany which is longing 
for peace as ardently as the other mations. 
I do not believe it possible to hold such 
i Congress in any country whose people 
are inclined towards war.” 

General Goering also said: “I believe 
that the World War was a last warning 
to fate not to let Western civilisation go 
under. Since then science has made further 
progress. The instruments of war have 
increased in strength and destructiveness. 
A future war would still be more for- 
midable.”’

The Lord Mayor of Manchester (Alder: 
man J. Toole) is sending to Herr Hitler 
and Signor Mussolini the following letter, 
together with a copy of the Manchester 
Manifesto—an appeal to all countries to 
combine for the abolition of war and for 
the growth'of peace, whien was launched 
at a meeting in Manchester on Sunday. 

The letter reads :— 

‘ Your Excellency,—I have the honour 
to bring to Your Excellency’s knowledge a 
manifesto adopted and-signed last even- 
ing (February 14) by the: citizens of 
Manchester, who took part in a great meet- 
ing called by me in my capacity as Lord 
Mayor of this city. 

“ This méeting was attended by citizens 
of all parties, together with representa- 
tives of all the Churches, and all 
academical, scientific and business worlds 
in Manchester, who desired to show their 
will for peace and for brotherly co-opera- 
tion with other peoples in accordance with 
the terms and in the spirit of the enclosed 
manifesto. i 

“ As I send this manifesto to Your 
Excellency, I cherish the confident hope 
that the Italian (or German) people will 
wish to join the British people in ensuring 
a triumph of peace in Europe and the 
world,”’ 

Mr. H. Wickham Steed yesterday told 
the Manchester University students that 
1,400 signatures to the manifesto had been 
received that morning.

KILLED BY DERAILED 
EXPRESS 


FOUR PLATE-LAYERS IN 
LINE-SIDE HUT 
— &————_ 


Four plate-layers were killed at Slea- 
ford (Lincolnshire) yesterday, when the 
hut in which they were eating their lunch 
was demolished by an express train which 
had left the rails. The train was the 
10.25 a.m. L.N-E.R. boat express from 
York to Lowestoft. 

The engine and eight coaches became 
detached on a curve of line outside Slea- 
ford Station. They ploughed along the 
track, tore down several telegraph poles, 
and smashed the plate-layers’ hut. 

Three men were killed outright and two 
plate-layers who were in the hut were 
taken to hospital with severe injuries. Ono 
died later. 

The passengers in the derailed coaches 
escaped, only five being treated for minor 
injuries. Some of them clambered through 
the windows of the upturned carriages, 
and others escaped after rescuers had 
smashed the glass. The engine did not 
overturn, and the men on it escaped un- 
injured. 

The four plate-layers who were killed 
were: T. Coaton, E. B. Trolley, H. H. 
Richardson and G. Stevenson. The plate- 
layer detained.in Lincoln County Hospital 
is: — Rivett, of North road, Slea.

Tho Royal Italian Consul-General in 
Dublin has received the following telegram 
from His Excellency Count Galeazzo Ciano, 
Italian Minister for Foreign Affairs :— 

““I am very pleased to announce 
that H.R.II. Princess of Piedmont has 
happily given birth to a Prince on the 
12th instant at 2.25 p.m., who will be 
named Victor Emanuel Prince of 
Naples. Her Royal Highness and 
child are in excellent health.— 
CIaNno.”’ 

Another telegram reads:—‘‘On_ the 
occasion of the happy event of the birth of 
Prince Victor Emanuel an amnesty is 
about to be proclaimed, which includes: 
Amnesty for offences punishable according 
to Italian criminal law by imprisonment 
up to three years or by pecuniary penalty ; 
forgiveness for prisoners sentenced to a 
maximum of two years, and reduction be 
two years of the term of imprisonment ot 
not over ten years and by four years of a 
term of over ten years.—CIANO.”’

SERVICE TO BEGIN NEXT

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The House of Representatives Appro- 
priation Committee has approved the 
Administration’s request for funds to 
subsidise a Transatlantic air mail. service 
between New York and Southampton. The 
service will begin on November 1 next, 
and Imperial Airways is scheduled to 
begin the service at the same time. The 
service will be operated twice weekly, 
Imperial Airways and an American com- 
pany—probably the Pan American Airways 
~—each flying one “plane a week in each 
direction. 

The U.S. Post Office Department had 
asked for £240,000 to subsidise the service 
during the coming fiscal year, but the 
Appropriation Committee has now reduced 
their estimate to £180,000, on the ground 
that the full twice-weekly service could not 
be put into operation immediately. 

The subsidy will be at the rate of two 
dollars a mile, and the postage rate will be 
between 104d. to 1s. OSd. an ounce. 

At first the service will carry mail only, 
but later giant ‘‘Clipper’’ flying-boats 
capable of accommodating 60 passengers 
will be flown. 

The northern route, ria Newfoundland, 
will be used for six months of the year, 
and the southern, via Bermuda and the 
Azores, for the remainder of the year. 

The time occupied on the northern trip 
will be twenty-four hours, and the southern 
one will take about ten hours longer. 

Mr. William Howes, first assistant to 
the United States -Postmaster-General, 
stated that the necessary arrangement with 
the British Government was ‘‘ just about

Mr. Matajiro Koizumi, a leading 
member of the Minseito (Liberal) Party, 
spoke of the ‘‘ gloomy atmosphere ”' 
following the collapse|of the last Cabinet. 
The Havashi Cabinet, he declared, had 
no claim to be called a strong National 
Government. He asked why General 
Hayashi had asked politicians to resign 
from their parties when he offered them 
Cabinet posts. 


ARMY’S ATTITUDE 


This criticism was followed by another 


attack by a leading member of the 
Seiyukai (Comservative) Party, Mr. 


Etsujiro Uyehara. Mr. Uyehara said that 
the public had got the impression that 
Army cireles were responsible for the 
downfall of the last Cabinet. Army 
opposition again was the reason why 
General Ugaki, a very popular choice, had 
failed to form a Cabinet. 

General Hayashi briefly replied to his 
critics. Hé denied that he had ignored 
tho political parties, and gave a pledge 
that his foreign policy would be con- 
sistent with national unity.

AN ENJOYABLE

T was a highly deserved compliment to a 
| great singer to find so many people 
present at the song recitals given by 
Mary Jarred at the Royal Dublin Society 
yesterday. She cannot be blamed if she has 
formed unfavourable opinions of our Dublin 
climate. Last season ber visit to the Society 
coincided with ti:2 most disagreeable Monday 
of the season, and her recitals were ‘‘ snowed 
out,” Yesterday there was all the anpleasant- 
ness and discomfort that a constant down- 
pour of rain could cause. 

This great singer wove a spell in which 
those present forgot the adverse weather con- 
ditions.« Miss Jarred is an artist who makes 
the task of the critic easy. She ig mistress 
of her art, not only im the sense that her 
technique is well-nigh flawless, but in that 
she has rare gifts of interpretation. It is 
not. with her merely a matter of singing 
melodies that please; she shows in her work 
that she has penetrating powers of analysis 
which enable her to get at the inner meaning 
of the words, and tims message she then 
proceeds to paint in artistic colours. One 
way not see quite “ to eye with her 
reading—that, one would say, is inevitable— 
but her work has the hall-mark of a strong 
personality, and for that reason comniands 
attention. She has a voice of outstanding 
powers, a glorious — in the middle and 
lower registers, and perfectly controlled on 
top. 
ti was a sheer joy to hear her lovely treat- 
ment of the opening phrases of Handel's 
““ Dank sei Dir, Herr.” ‘he voice was drawn 
out in lovely legato from a fine pianissimo to 
a noble forte, and as delicately tapered off, 
without a suggestion of tremolo, or of that 
“permanent wave” which, unfortunately, 
has marred some big, voices of local singers. 
One would have liked many of our aspiring 
young singers to have been present to witness 
this demonstration of how big voices can be 
controlled. As if to point the moral still 
further, Miss Jarred sang in a delightful 
mezza voce Beethoven's “Ich liebe dich.”’ 
Of course, there was the imevitable ‘ In 
Questa tomba,” by the same composer; but 
she has the voice, the range and the breadth 
of vision to paint in full colours that broad 
canvas. One liked immensely her dramatic 
singing of Beethoven 's *‘ Die ehre Gottes.” 


LOVELY MELODIC APPEAL 


In the afternoon the Arne group possibly 
made the widest appeal to the audience not 
only because the three songs in question, 
taken from the Masque of Alfred, were sung 
in English, but because of their lovely 
melodic appeal, The singer. revealed extra- 
ordinary flexibility of voice in the flowing 
passages. Only superb control could mould 
such a great voice to the requirements of such 
@ song as '“ Come, calm content.” It seemed, 
however, in the second Arne song, ‘‘ U peace, 
thou fairest child of Heaven,’’ that the singer 
was not quite at her ease. There were two 
occasions on which awkward ititervals were 
not too clearly taken—singers in the audience 
could appreciate the momentary uncertainty 
—but the lift was so devoid of scoop or slur 
that one readily overlooked the slight cloudi- 


ness. 

Rubinstein’s “‘Es Blinkt der Tau” was 
sung with admirable restraint, and the 
familiar ‘‘ Auf Flugeln des Gesanges,’’ oi 


Mendelssoln, was also a fine lesson in. voice 
control, Here again one saw how efiectively 
a big voice could be stopped down without 
losing anything in richness or tone or warmth 
of colour. The closing group in the afternoon 
included Beethoven's arrangement of the Scot- 
tish air, ‘‘My faithfu’ Johnny,” and three 
arrangements of Scottish airs by Graham 
Peel, including the dramatic ‘‘ The Bonnie 
Karl o' Moray.” It was rather a disappoint- 
ment that Miss Jarred did not include some 
Irish songs, especially when one remembers 
her wonderful singing of Hamilton Harty’s 
descriptive songs, ©The Sailer’s Grave’ and 
“Sea Wrack”’ last year. 

At night there was some very brilliant sing- 
ing, notably in the two Parcell arias, “‘ When 
T am laid m earth ” and ‘‘ Mad Bess.” Thev 
displayed rot only the phenomenal range of 
voice of the singer, but aiso the ready facility 
with which could call varying emotions 
into play. The voice was just. a shade forced 
in the “ Dido amd Aeneas” aria, possibly 
due to coldness. as it was her first item. How- 
ever, she was glorionsly happy in her render 
ing of the Schubert group. All four were 
worth noting for special qualities, but “ Nacht 
uml Traume ” impre<sel most for the wonder- 
ful voeal cont ol and the amazing manner in 
which she preserved such a beautiful melodic 
line. The accompaniment, plaved by Mr. 
George Reeves, was perfect. and contributed 
to a picture of rare artistrv. He wes more 
than even the accomplished player—his fine

——The importance of the Factories Bill as 
a piece of industrial legislation may be 
obscured to some extent by the absence 
of organised opposition in the House of 
Commons. Last night the second reading 
was carried without a division, That a 
measure minutely controlling the condi- 
tious of health, safety and welfare of every 
one engaged in the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the country should receive so 
general and sincere a welcome is itaelí a 
fact that should not pass unnoticed. ‘It is 
proof of a consolidated opinion shared by 
political parties, by employers and work- 
people, and by big and little capitalists, 
which has a social as well as a political 
significance. 

he Opposition would be well advi 

not to spend too much time on debating 
what is at present unattainable. The 
Committee stage of the bil] can be better 
employed in other ways. Amendments, 
small in comparison with such a sweeping 
change as that of the shorter working 
week, would better repay discussion. After 
all, the purpose of the bill is to establish 
standard conditions of factory hygiene and 
safety. Some of. its provisions appear to 
be framed rather narrowly. Why, for 
example—to take a simple case— 
should there not be washing facili- 


ties in all-factories, and not merely 
in those in which dirty and offensive 
trades ‘are carried on? The overtime 


clauses also need further examination. 
They have been carefully drafted to give 
protection against overwork to women and 
young people, and yet to allow to industry 
the elasticity necessary te cope with ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

t is not an easy matter to draw the line 


in the correct place, and the phraseology 
of the bill has apparently given on first 
reading an impression of greater latitude 
than the bill does, in fact, allow. Never- 
theless, the health campaign in which the 
Government are whole-heartedly engaged 
does itself prompt a re-examination of the 
permissive hours of work of youny people, 
who must end the working day with 
leisure, and with a reserve of energy, if 
they are to take advantage of opportunities 
for physical instruction. :

HITLER’S LATEST DECREE 
From Revuter’s CorresPponpent. 


BERLIN, Monday. 
An announcement that the Evangelical 
Church is to provide itself with a new 
Constitution, im accordance with the 
wishes of the Church followers, is made in 
a decree issued by Herr Hitler to-day. 

Herr Hitler's latest. move in the 
Evangelical Church dispute is announced 
by the German News Agency to-night in 
the following message :— 

‘* The Minister for Church Affairs, Herr 
Kerrl, to-day inférmed the leader of the 
Church situation. After hearing this 
review the leader issued the following 
decree :— I 

““Since the Reich’s Church Committee | 
has not succeeded in bringing about an | 
agreement among the clerical groups of | 
the Evanvelieal Church, the Church is now 
to vive itself a new Constitution, and thus 
a hew order in complete freedom, and in 
accordance with the wishes of the Church 
followers 

“1, therefore, authorise the Reich's 
Minister for Church Affairs to prepare for 
this purpose the election of a General 
Synod and to take the necessary measures. 
—-Signed, Adolf Hitler, Berchtesgaden, 
February 15th, 1937.”’ é' ' 

The effect which this Church “ election ”’ 
will have on those pastors who have con- 
sistently resisted attempts to ‘‘ Nazify ” 
the Evangetical Church cannot be 
prophesied until the exact conditions under 
which the proposed elections will be held 


are known.

It is 
not thought likely that the Government 
will agree to this, but the popular demand 
for a firmer attitude towards Japan and 
the natural sympathy of Soviet Russia 
for the Chinese Reds c.sate a delicate 
position. 

In fact, the Sianfu revolt, during which 
General Chiang Kai-shek was kidnapped, 
is largely responsible for the plenary 
session of the Central Executive Committee 
now being held. 

At the opening ceremony this morning

G.S.R. WESTERN SERVICES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—You drew attention in your columns 
recently to the dissatisfaction prevailing 
among travellers on the Dublin-Sligo section 
of the G.S. Railways, consequent on the with- 
drawal of refreshment car facilities as between 
Mullingar and Shigo. 3 

An even more serious cause for complaint 
is the lengthening of the already excessive 
times to and from the West since the transier 
of the trains from Broadstone to Westland 
Row. It is somewhat difficult to understand 
why an additional fifteen minutes should be 
necessary for all trains as compared with the 
previous times to Broadstone, and an allow- 
ance of ninety minutes for a non-stop run of 
fifty-two miles from Mullingar in by the mail 
train, cannot be regarded as creditable. While 
all the British railways are speeding up their 
services the G.S. Railways’ timings on both 
Western and Southern sections are lament- 
ably poor; and average over all times to 
Galway and Sligo even by the mail trains 
barely reach thirty miles per hour. 

It should be possible to cut the present 

timings to and from Mullingar alone by at 
least twenty minutes, considering that so far 
back as 1902 the M.G.W. Railway had a 
booked run from Mullingar to Dublin im sixty- 
seven minutes; while prior to the amalgama- 
tion it was. quite a usual occurrence to run in 
from Mullingar to Broadstone in from sixty 
to sixty-three minutes with trains as heavy 
as those of to-day. Beyond Mullingar the 
timings between stations are needlessly 
liberal and station delays excessive. Actually 
such leisurely bookings on all sections of the 
G.S. Railways instead of ensuring punctuality 
tend to dawdling at stations and general 
slackness; whereas drivers and staffs on other 
lines, such as the G.N.R., when trains are 
tightly timed and station stops cut to the 
minimum, show a keenness in keeping time, 
which seems sadly lacking on the G.S: Rail- 
ways. 
Apart from the extra time at present en- 
tailed by the transfer of the Western trains 
to Westland Row, and some inadequacy of 
accommodation for taxis at the station to 
meet incoming trains, the arrangements are 
for the time being working well, but it is 
likely to be quite another matter during the 
summer season, when the West of Ireland 
trains have to be run in duplicate and even 
triplicate to cope with the tourist and holiday 
traffic. The only way to deal satisfactorily 
with the question, short of providing a 
modern central station at Amiens street, 
would seem to be to run the Galway and 
Shgo trains independently, instead of com- 
bining them between Mullingar and Dublin 
as at present, and so provide a faster and 
more frequent service to Mullingar and 
beyond. The present arrangements whereby 
would-be travellers, unable to catch the down 
morning mail at the early hour of 7 a.m., 
have to wait until 2.30 p.m. for a train to 
the West, are most unsatisfactory, and a 
morning train at, say, 10.30 a.m. (as formerly 
run by the M.G.W.) is badly needed. 

Again, it should be possible to speed up the 
evening train from the West, at present 
arriving shortly after midnight, sufficiently 
to connect with the last suburban train from 
Westland Row for Bray, Greystones and in- 
tervening stations.-—-Yours, etc.,

TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The Digest of Statistics published in 
Friday’s issue of the /rish Times, and your 
leading article thereon, should prove of 
widespread interest. 

In addition to 5,932 people being injuréd, 
205 lives (about four a week) were sacrificed 
during the past year—not to the “ god of 
speed,” but to ignorance, 

It must be assumed that the cause in a 
great many cases was due to ignorance on 
the part of the motorists, drivers, cyclists or 
pedestrians involved. Can blame be attached 
to such ignorance in the absence of any con- 
crete code of regulations for the proper con- 
duct of traffic? 
It was announced some years ago that re- 
gulations for the protection of all and 
every user of the roads were about to be 
created and enforced, The motorist is no less 
anxious than the pedestrian to have such 
protective rules enforced rigidly, but during 
this unreasonable interval they have had to 
exist—when — sufficiently lucky to exist—on 
hope and chance. 
Our principal streets are elongated car 
parks with indiscriminate pedestrian cross- 
ing places, leaving the driver of legitimate 
traffic to negotiate a narrow lane, with the 
constant risk of hitting a flitting pedestrian. 
Should good luck enable the avoidance of 
accident in such surroundings, further diffi. 
culties await on the more open roads. Here 
will be encountered slow-moving cars, 
vehicles and cycles, hugging the centre of 
the highway, to pass which the risk must be 
run of meeting the approaching traffic, with 
the added risk of a “ road hog ” accelerating 
when about to be overtaken, perhaps, in face 
of blinding headlights. 
Must unfortunate patients in city hospi- 
tals be robbed of sleep by the inconsiderate 
sounding of motor horns “throughout the 
night ? 
In many directions large sums of money 
are expended, véry properly, in endeavours 
to preserve health cois i revent mortality. 
Why the delay in producing regulations to 
protect those in the streets? Must the pedes- 
trian and the motorist be left to take their 
chances, and to exist only in the constant 
risk of maiming or death at the hands of the 
ignorant motorist, the reckless cyclist, or the 
jay-walking pedestrian ?—Yours, etc.,

Interesting analyses of speeches by Mr, 
Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, are contained in the February 
issue of lrish L[nduatry. The speeches are 
reviewed from the business man's point of 
view, and much interesting comment is con- 
tained in the articles. A short report of 
the annual dinner of the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries contained in the issue 
embodies a list of the names of those who 
were present, and is illustrated by a general 
photograph of the Aberdeen Hall, Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, during the function. The 
annual report c tf the s cretary of the Federa- 
tion to the general meeting, the address of 
the President, Mr. Peter McCarthy, and 
comments on various matters are printed. An 
editorial article refers to the resolution 
passed at the general meeting of the Federa- 
tion ‘‘demanding an inquiry into the alleged 
evasions of the spirit and intention of the 
Control of Manufactures Acts to determine 
what changes should be made in the acts of 
administration.’* The possibilities of such an 
inquiry lie, the article states, in that the 
value of the evidence would be judged by 
the sincerity of the people giving it, by the 
degree to which they carry out the principles 
which they would be asking the commission 
of inquiry to enforce, and by the standard 
of whether they are of those who give advice 
but are indifferent to carrying it out them- 
selves. 


LAUNDRY WORKERS’ PAY

A proposed agreement covering tne wages 
and conditions of male employés in the 
establishments controlled by the Leinster 
Laundries’ Association has been ratified by 
the workers. 

Mr. J. McCabe, Irish Transport and 
Generai Workers’ Union, stated at the cona 
clusion of the men’s meeting, which was held 
in Liberty Hall, Dublin, that the new rates 
would be as fellow :—A guaranteed minimum 
wage of 70s. per week for vanmen; all inside 
workers to receive 2 minimum of 65s. per 
week, boilermen to receive rates ranging from 
€7s. 6d. per week to 72s. 6d.; boys to start 
at las. 6d. per week and to rise by incre: 
ments to £2, All these rates are for a 
48-hour week. 

Workers on sick leave are to receive 25s. 
per week from their employers in addition te 
their National Health Insurance benefits. 
This clause will operate during the first six 
weeks of an employé’s illness during any 
given year, 

One weeks annual holidays with pay is 
to apply normally in the industry, but men 
will be entitled to an extra .day (travelling 
time) in order to enable them to leave home 
for their holiday week if they so desire, 


SEAMEN’S CONDITIONS

No agreement was reached on the claims 
of the Irish Seamen’s and Port Workers’ 
Union for improved conditions for their sea- 
men: members at the conference held vester- 
day between representatives of the local 
branch of the Shipping Federation, the Dublin 
Trades Union Council, the Irish Seamen’s 
and Port Workers’ Union, and the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union.
